'Dykes. The firſt Detatched pany, after they had Marched 
about two Miles, 'found before them in a Glen, betwixt two and 
three hundred of the Rebels, who fired at agreat diſtance, and 
ſbot Cornet Livingitor in the Leg : The Hotle.retired, and Caps, 
tain Morro took up their Ground, and advanced, fireing uponthe 
Rebels toſo good purpoſe, that they began to reel and break,but 
Rallied on the face of the next Hill, from whence they were .a- 
gain beat, About that time the Licutenant-Collonel came up, 
and ordered Captain Morro to ſend a Serjeant with fix Men to a, 
Houſe on the fide ofa Wood, where he eſpyed ſome of the Enee» 
mies-3 upon the Serjeants approach to the place, about twenty af, 
the 'Rebels appeared againſt him, but he was quickly ſeconded by 
the Captain,who beat them over the Hill,and cleared the Ground.

The Lieutenent Collonel beihg dead, and the Major diſabled 
about an hour after the AQion began ( which was before ſeven 
in the morning ) The Command fell -to Captain Marro, who 
left: hs own Poſt to Lieutenent Stwart of Livingftown. And 
finding the Souldiers galled in ſeveral places by.the Enemies 
Shot from the Houſes z He ſent out ſma]l Parties of Pike-men 
with burning Faggots upon the points of their Pikes, who fired 
the Houſes : And where: they found Keys in the Doors, lock*t 
them and burnt all withm#:.which' raiſed :a hideous noiſe from 
theſe Wretches in the fire; + There were fixteen of them burnt in 
one Houſe, and the whole Houſes were burnt down, except 
three; wherein ſome of the Regiment wereadvantageouſly polt- 
ed, But all the Inhabitantsofthe Town,-who! were nat with the 
Enemy, or fled to the'Fields,,wererecerved' by the Sduldiers in.

Notwithftanding all the gallant Zefiftance which theſe furious 
Rebels met with, [they continued:their Aſlaults uncefſantly until 
paſt eleven of the- Clocks: In-all whichtime, ' there was icons 
nual thunderingofShot'fromn both fides, with Flamesand'Smouk, 
and hideous cryesfilling; the Air. 'Fnd which: was very /Re- 
markable, though the Houſes /were-burnt. all,. round, yet the 
Smoak of them, and all the Shot from both ſides, : was carryed 
every where outward fromthe Dyksnpon 'the. Aflailants;, asif 
awind:had. blowh every:way. from the Center within;/: :. ++ [1 
At length; the Rebels wearied with-ſo-many fruitleſs.and-ex+ 
penfive Aſſaults3 and:finding no abatement of the Courage or 
Diligence of their: Adverſaries, who treated them with ' contin- 
al. Shot from all theirPoſts;they.gave over;apdfell:back;andgun 
tothe! Hills ingreat: Confuſion." Whetenpon they within beat 
their:Drums,: and flouriſhed their Colours, and: Hollowed aftet 
-them with all Exprefſions of Contempt, and Provocations tore» 
-turn. TheirChmmanders aflay*d to brig themi/back to a freſh 
:Affault, as ſome)Priſoners related,but could not prevail ; for they 


"Anſwered them; they; couldfight againft Men , but itwas:not fit 


to fight any more againſt Devils.

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The Rebels being quite gone , they within began to conſider , 
where their greateſt Danger appeared in time of the Conflid , 
and ſurrendring theſe places more ſecure , they-brovght gut the 
Seats of the Church, with which they made pretty good De- 
fences, eſpecially they fortified theſe Places of the Dyk 
which were made up with looſe-ſtones , a poor Defence againſt 
ſuch Deſperate Afailiants. - They alocut down ſome-Trees on 
alittle Hill where the Enemy gall'd them under. covert. Their 
Powder was almoſt ſpent, and their Bullets had been ſpent long 
before , which they ſupplyed by the diligence of a good num- 
ber of Men, who were imployed all-the time of the Aﬀtion, in 
cutting Lead off the Houſe, and me}ting the. ſame inlittle: Fuy- 
rows in the Grougd, and cuttingthe Pieces, into Sluggs to. ſerve 
for Bullets. - They agrecd that in caſe the-Enemy got over their 
Dyks, they ſhould retire tothe Houle.z and if they ſhould- find 


them{clves overpower'd there, toburnit, and bury.themſelves -
